clared it. to be his opinion that Thaw
was suffering from "a brain storm or
an explosive or fulminating condition
of mental unsoundness" at the time he
shot and killed White.

Good Witness for Thaw.

reasons for his opinion, and during his
examination Mr. Delmas deftly brought
out tho fact, that whereas Thaw was
suffering from "storm and stress"
when the alienist first visited him in
August last, his condition had shown
steady and gradual improvement until
on October 8, when Thaw was "more
composed and deliberate."

Dr. Evans declared that the mental
explosion which induced Thaw to kill
Stanford White had left its traces on

the defendant, when he first visited him.
He said Thaw exhibited symptoms of
paranomina and adolescent insanity.
The first was indicated by his exalta-
tion, his "exaggerated ego" the idea
of his supreme importance. The adoles-

cent insanity was due to heredity, and
is characteristic to the development
period of life from 10 to 40 years.

Mind Slipped Its Moorings.

Thaw's mind. Dr. Evans said, had
slipped its moorings and was like a
ship without a rudder. Ordeals of stress
had added their work to the psycho-

pathic taint which came from heredity.
Dr. Evans said that, after his first, three
visits to Thaw following the tragedy
he was convinced that the man was of
unsound mind. As the result of his
last visits ho found that while, still
suffering from a. somewhat exaggerated
opinion of he was much
improved. The improvement, was pro-

gressive.
This testimony was brought out in

line with the contention of tho de-

fense that, while Thaw was insane prior
ro and at tho time and immediately sub-

sequent to the homicide, he has im-

proved to a sound condition of mental-

ity following tho removal of tho causo
of the stress.

Dr. Evans may be to-

morrow, although District. Attorney
Jerome bad not indicated his course. It
may be that Mr. Delmas will recall
Mrs. Thaw to continue her story, now

that expert witnesses have testified as
to Thaw's insanity prior to the trag-

edy. The defeufe has other alienists,
however, who may be called to testify.

Senate Committee Agrees to

Burkett Amendment Agricul-

tural Appropriation Bill.

PROVISION FOR PROTECTION

OF BONA FIDE SETTLERS

Homesteaders to Have Prefer-
ence in Allotment of Grazing

Lands Near Their Homes.

WASHINGTON,. Tcb. J2, Without,
continuing its hearing upon tho Burkott
amendment to the Agricultural appro-
priation bill providing fqr the leasing
of the public lands for 'grazing; the
Senate committee today agreed to
adopt the nmondment. Several amend-mout- s

to the Burkott proposition were
adopted, however, designed to protect
tho interests of the homesteaders.

Tho policy outlined, which is favored
by tho President, was agreed upon by
a baro majority of tho committee It
is not unlikely that a point of order
mav be made against it in tho Senate,
and it is conceded to bo general legisla-
tion. One amendment provides that tho
Secretary of Agriculture is to exercise
control of and fix tho fees to bo charged
for grazing.

Following is the text of tho grazing
amendment agreed upon by the com-
mittee:

Test of Amendment.
Hereafter, for the purpose of restoring,

protecting and Increasing the grazing
valuo of the public domain and promoting
the agricultural use thereof, the Secretary
of Agriculture may organize grazing dis-
tricts and regulate and control grazing
upon the unappropriated unreserved lands
of the United States, under such rules
and regulations as he mal prescribe, and
charge nnd collect reasonable foes for
grazing thcroof, tho receipts to be de-
posited In the treasury of tho United
States to tho credit of tho special fund
obtained from, charges for timber, graz-
ing and other resources of tho National
forests and provided for by section 5 of
tho net of February 1. 1905, which is
hereby appropriated and made avnllnblo
in addition to Its present uses and under
the restrictions provided by law, for the
regulation, restoration, protection, and
increase of grazing upon the public lands
and for tho emnlovment of ncee.osn.rv n.i- -
slstants for such purposes In the city of
Washington and elsewhere and It shall
be unlawful after January 1, 3.108. to gTaze
any livestock upon any organized grazing
district otherwise than as tho said rules
and regulations shall proscribe.

Will Protect Homesteaders.
Provided, that, all leasoB or permits to

graze lssuod undor this provision shall be
subject to the right of homestead or other
scttlo'ment, location, entry, patent, or any
olhor disposal of public lands under tho
public lands law and any appropriation
so made shall operate as a cancellation
of paid leaso or permit as to the land so
appropriated: provided further that bona,
fide homestead settlers or residents shall
bo permitted to graze free of charge their
stock tiscd for necessary domestic pur-
poses, on the public: lands affected hereby.

Provided, that preference shall be given
to bona fide homesteaders and settlers
In tho allotment of an equitable propor-
tion of ranges adjacent to their homes
not Inter thnn the beginning of the next
annual grazing period, and provided fur-
ther, that all of tho receipts from the
grazing fees herein authorized In excoss
of the cosl of administration, protection
and Improvement of the public range, and
necessary working capital for the cnsulpg
riscal year shall be paid to the States and
Territories In which said fees originate
at Iho close of each fiscal year, to ho
used for schools, roads. Irrigation, or oth-
er public purposes as the respective Leg-
islatures may prescribe, tho distribution
of such residue to be proportional to the
receipts from said grazing fees from the
respective States and Territories during
tho preceding fiscal year, but nothing
herein shall bo construed to prevent the
payment of ten per cent of receipts from
National forests to tho States and. Ter-
ritories as now provided by law
